In the morning, being 
the Feast of the Holy Trinity, the Rev. Pastor Conrap 
President of the Synod, preached. in Zion's 
Church, from Ist Tim. 4:16. In the afternoon, the Rev. 
Secretary, Pastor H. 8S. Mitcer, preached inthe same place 
from Rom. 1:19; and in the evening, the Rev. Pastor F. W. 


GEISSENHAINER delivered a sermon in St. Paul’s Church, ~ 


from John 6:44. All the services were held in the German 
language. Many of the brethren preached in various 
other churches in the city and vicinity, but as the Secretary 
was not furnished with the details he cannot record them. 
On Saturday evening preceding, the Rev. Pastor Fiscner 
had preached also in St. Paul's from 1st Cor. 3:11—16,

FIRST SESSION .

In conformity with the requisition of the Constitution, 
the President now offered his annual report, which was 
accepted for further’ deliberation. " 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 
To the Rev. Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania, convened in Philadelphia, in Trinity week, A. D., 1843. ~ 

Estremep BRETHREN :—In compliance with my duty I report to you all my official * 
transactions, as officer of this body, during the last Synodical year. Immediately after my return 
from the last meeting of this Synod, I transmitted to Pastor Frederick Ruthrauff, as requested, 
his certificate of dismissal from this body. Inthe month of June, a young man, Augustus Beett- 
ger, a candidate of Theology, came to my house, with the request for me togive him my advice, 
and if possible a license ad interim to the presentsession. But, inasmuch as he had not been the 
required time in this conntry and was not prepared with the necessary credentials, I could not 
grant his request for license ad interim, notwithstanding his attainments were good, and his con- 
duct, as far as I had an opportunity to observe, was exemplary. Some congregations in Clarion 
county having, however, written to mea short time before and entreated me, if possible, to send 
them a minister, I advised him to go thither, and, if it were agreeable, to preach for them till to 
this meeting of Synod; but not to perform any other actus ministeriales, and also to attend at this 
meeting, prepared with the necessary testimonials from Europe and from those congregations.— 
He accepted my advice and followed it punctually, as far as is known to me. 

June 20—I received a letter from Mr. Jensen, of Fort Wayne, through Dr. Demme, in wiftch t 
he represents the mournful condition of that congregation, and requests advice for his case. I 
imparted it to him faithfully andconscientiously. See No. A. 

June 24—I received a letter from Mr. Christopher Shulze and John Keller, members of the 
Vestry of Berg Church, in Lebanon County, in which they informed me of their haying locked 
the church upon their minister, J onathan Ruthrauff, and i inquire as to his being still a member of 
vur connection. I answered the enquiry negatively. See B. 

June 24—A letter arrived from Mr. Hussman, likewise from the Vestry of the congregation at 
Fort Wayne, through the Executive Committee of the Missionary Societys in which, like their 
pastor, Jensen, they describe the wrecked condition of their congregation,jand ask advice. This 


letter having been directed to, and answered by the Missionary Executive Comiittee, I suf- 
‘ fered the matter torest. SeeC. , 
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July 18—Ireceived another letter from brother Jenson, in which he informed me that difficul- 
ties between him and his congregation had been removed, and hopes existed for a better state of 
things. See D. 

July 27—I was visited by pastor Weiand, who communicated to me the fact of his having ac- 
cepted the charge of several vacant congregations in Schuylkill county, and of his intention to 
re-unite with our Synod. 

In September I received a letter from Candidate Lehman, in which he informed me of ine 
ing received a call as minister of the Gospel from the congregation in New Holland, and asked 
permission toacceptof the call. Granted. See E. 

Oct. 15—A letter reached me from pastor Friedrich, in which he notifies me of having resigned 
his former charge in Maccungie, and of having removed to Warwick, in Lancaster county, as 
pastor of that congregation. See F. 

Nov. 12—A letter from candidate Bauer, in which he requests permission to visit sume Vacant 
congregations, and if he should desire. totake charge of them. Granted. See G. 

Dec. 9—Mr. F. A. M. Keller arrived, provided with a call from the Lutheran congregation of 
Reading, as adjunct to Dr. Miller in the English language; also with letters to me from his Rev. 
father and the Hon. Mr. Muhlenberg, desiring me to give him a license ad interim to the present 
convention. After a friendly conversation 1 granted him his desire. See H. 

Dec. 16—Three letters from Mr. Bottger and the congregations for whom he preaches, seeking 
a license and highly recommending him. Notacceded to. See I. 

Jan. 30—<A letter from several members of the Shaferstown congregation, in which they ex- 
press their dissatisfaction with their minister, Jonathan Ruthrauff, and ask whether Mr. Ruth- 
rauff is still connected with our association. I answered them that he was not. See J. 

Feb. 22—I received a letter from Dr. Demme in which he informs me, in the name of a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, that the congregation of St. Michael, in Philadelphia, have de- 
termined to celebrate, on the 14th or 15th of June, the centennial anniversary of the existence 
of their church, and requests me, as President of that revered body, most affectionately to invite 
all the tyigtisters and delegates of our Synod, in the name ofthe church Vestry, to participate 
therein. I obligated myself in answer, to do so; and I fulfill the obligation herewith, in the expec- 
tation that it will be to all like unto myself, a welcome invitation and one which will be joyfully 
accepted. See K. 

Feb. 25—A letter arrived from pastor Shulze, in which he communicates the dissolution of 
our brother Dietsche, in the 47th yearofhisage. See L. 

Feb. 27—A letter from pastor Schindel, Sen.,in which he requests me to forward him a certi- 
ficate of his still being amember of our Synod. It was executed. See M. 

April— A letter from pastor Schmidt, in which he expresses the wish that I would temporarily 
suspend pastor Griebler, on account of the accusations made against him publicly in the news- 
papers, and summon him to appear before the present Synod and justify himself, if possible. Mr. 
Griebler having, tothe best of my knowledge, left the neighborhood and performing no minis- 
terial labors, and I having, according to the Constitution, as I believed, no power to do so, I omit- 
ted the suspension, but summoned him, through our Kirchenzeitung, to appear before this body 
and prove his innocence, if in his power su todo. See N. 

April 12—A letter from pastor Siebert, the reformed preacher in Selinsgrove, written in the 
name of many Lutherans, inquiring whether I had forwarded the before mentioned certificate to 
Mr. Schindel, and accusing him of having uttered uncharitable expressions against our Synod. 
Theinquiry I answered affirmatively, and in reference to the uncharitable expressions I declared 
my regret should they have been made. See O. 

May 12—A letter from candidate Shulze, in New Germantown, Wayne county, Indiana, re- 
questing an honorable dismissal, inasmuch as he wished to unite with the (to him) nearer Synod 
of Ohio, our own being too distant. Receiving a letter soon afterwards from pastor Heincke, in 
wifich he givés Mr. Shulze a very favorable testimony in reference both to his doctrine and life, 
I granted his request therefore without hesitation. See P. 

May 17—Adetter signed by four persons as elders and trustees of a congregation in Clarion Co. 
who complain of the ingermeddling of Mr. Boottger in their congregation. See Q. 

May 17—A letter from many membefs of the Lutheran congregation in Selin’s grove, in 
which they declare the accusations respecting the expressions which pastor Schindel, ac- 


cording to pastor Siebert’s leyer, should have made against this Synod, to be false or misunder- 
stood. See R. 
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June 6—Four letters; one from pastor Koch, reformed minister, and the remainder from very 
many members of the congregation in Clarion county, for whom Mr. Beettger has preached nearly 
niné months, in which they give him the most favorable evidence respecting the doctrine he has 
preached and the life he has led during this time, and earnestly implore Synod to examine Mr. 
Beettger and confirm him as their minister. See 8. 

In the course of the year I received the Minutes of the Synod of West Pomssyivenia, and of 
the Synod of Virginia. And now may the Lord Jesus Christ, during these days most sensibly 
fulfill his promise “Lo, I am with you always,” that every thing transacted here may conduce to 
the extension and benefit of his kingdom. This isthe wish and prayer of your brother in Christ,

also that after the roll call any person might make a verbal 
communication. 

The documents were received, and also the Minutes of 
the General Synod of Ohio, and of the Western District 
Synod of Ohio, of the German Reformed Synod, of Synod 
of West Pennsylvania, of Hartwick, of Allegheny, of 
South Carolina, of Virginia, and of Mary land. 

Mr. Jacob Lenkert appeared as representative of the 
congregation of Shzfferstown, and handed in a document. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to confer with 
Mr. Lenkert, and report on the matter. 

_ On this committee the President appointed pastors 
Hemping, G. Jeger and Mr. Heinitsch. 

Brother Stork, of the East Pennsylvania Synod, appear- 
ed as delegate from that Synod, and presented its Minutes. 

Resolved, That we cannot recognize brother Stork as @ 
delegate, nor that body asa a Synod, until it formally recall, 
by a resolution, the accusations made against this Synod.

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ted by the President among the following committees for 
action :

The session was opened with singing, followed with 
prayer by brother Fuchs.

1. That the Synod of the German Reformed Church convened in Lewisburg, Union Co., Pa., 
on the 20th of October, 1842, and also in a special session at Lebanon Penna., on the 24th of Jan- 
uary, [843— 

2. Elected as delegates to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod, of Pennsylvania,the Rev. Joseph 
F. Berg, and the Rev. Henry Bibighaus, secundus. 

3. Thata union between the German and Dutch Reformed Churches bas either been or will 
shortly be consummated; which may have some bearing upon our Union Charches, 

4. Thatthe delegates of the German Reformed Church to the General Synod of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church, be instructed to endeavor to effect the adoption of Articles of Corres- 
pondence between that Synod and their body. 

5. That they have resolved. “that inasmuch as the practice of corresponding with the minor 
divisions of sister churches is liable tobecome cumbersome to this body, (viz: tothe German Re 
formed church) our delegates to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania be instruct- 
-ed totake measures to have the correspondence with that body discontinued.” 

6. That the Classes of Philadelphia received the Rev. Edwin Town from the Evangelical Sy- 
nod of New York. | 

7. That statements were made to Synod in reference to the Franklin Institute, located in 
Lancaster, Pa., in which the German Reformed Synod has an interest, with a suggestion of the 
propriety of taking such action as may be deemed necessary to render the interest of Synod in 
that institution available to the interests of the German Reformed Church. That they have as- 
certained that the property of the Franklin Institute is valuable; and that its charter requires 
that one-third of its Trustees, be of the German Reformed Church, one-third of the Lutheran 
Church, and one-third of other denominations. They refer also to property in the State of Vir- 
ginia, which your committee has means of ascertaining whether it be connected with the above 
or not, and have appointed the Rev. G. W. Glessner, Henry Wagner and John K. Mesick, 
Trustees of the Franklin Institute,and invested them with full power to act in behalf of Synod. 

The Synod of South Carolinaconvenedat St. Mark’s Church, Edgefield District, 8. C., Nov’ 
12,1842. It comprises 30 ministers, of whom 21 reported, congregations, 34; baptisms, 371; con- 
firmations, 303; communicants, 2177; Sunday schools, 12; teachers, 54; scholars, 547; contributions 
to the Synodical fund, $247,193, and to the Missionary Society, $79,75. 

The Rey. F. W. Heemsoth, pastor of the German Evangelical Lutheran Chufch, in Charles” 
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ton, was received as a member of this body. This Synod has zealously and liberally co-operated 
with the Synod of Pennsylvania in the support of our foreign mission. It is actively engaged 
in advancing the cause of Christ. Its officers are Rev. J.C. Hope, President; Rev. Wm Berly, 
Recording Secretary; Rev. C. B. Thuemmel, Corresponding Secretary; West Caughman, Esq., 
Treasurer.

But inasmuch as the blessed effect of this means of grace does notdepend upon the mere and 
external use thereof, but especially from the inward worthiness, and this inward worthiness may 
oft-times be difficult to obtain by reason of outward circumstances; therefore, our Evangelical 
Lutheran Church has never permitted itself to appoint a definite time, within which a member of 
the congregation must partake of this Holy Sacrament, nor yet to burden the conscience thus, on 
the contrary has allowed them always full liberty, inasmuch as each one will also for this thing 


be compelled to give an account to his Judge.

“Hence the Secretary, although likewise un- 
well, was compelled to translate them himself, no other 
timely, if any help, being at hand, and he not wishing to 
disappoint the brethren, nor yet to burden brother Finkel. 
This remark has been made merely that Synod may not 
censure the Secretary for unnecessary delay in the publica- 
tion of the English Minutes, should they appear later than 
expected. 

The Committee of Examination reported, and the re- 
port was accepted for consideration, and postponed to the 
Ministerial Session, for action.

" Proteedings of the Society for the propagation of the Gospel 


_ of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania and 
the adjoining States, convened in Philadelphia from the 
10th to the 15th of June, A. D., 1840. 


The Society met June 10th, 1843, in the morning at 9 
o'clock in the City of Philadelphia, and in the absence of 
the President, father Batis, the Vice President, pastor J. 
Hesbeert, took the Chair. 

The Session was opened by singing the 254th hymn, of 
the Lutheran Hymn Book, followed by a fervent prayer by 
the Chairman. 

In conformity with the Constitution the Minutes of the 
last annual meeting were read, whereupon the following res- 
olution, offered by Dr. Baker, was passed. 

Resolved, That the election of officers be postponed to . 
next week. 

The Corresponding Secretary reported* on the official 
functions performed by him during the past year. 

Resolved, That the proposal made by the “Missionary 
Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Church,” assembled 
last May in Baltimore, to co-operate with us in the support 
and extension of our Heathen Mission, be considered. 

After the members had, mutually communicated their 
views, it was unanimously 

Resolved, ‘That a committee be appointed to confer with

AfTERNOON, 3 O'clock. 

Session was opened with singing and prayer. A letter 
from Missionary Nuelson in the State of Indiana, was read. 

Resolved, ‘That brother Nuelson be informed that if his 
present congregatians cannot sustain him, we advise him to 
seek another sphere of labor, where we will aid him. 

Resolved, ‘That the maximum to be received in one year 
from this Society by a Missionary shall not exceed the sum 
of $100. 

Resolved, That in futare brother Drude can be supported 
by this Missionary Society only as pastor of an Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran Congregation. 

Resolved, ‘That in future no pastoral district shall receive 
assistance for its Missionary for a longer term than four 
years. 

Resolved, That we adjourn till next Tuesday afternoon, 
at 3 oclock. Prayer. 


‘Tuespay, June 13th, 3 P. M. 
Pastor Stohlman, of New York, opened the session with 


prayer. ‘The Secretary then read the Annual Report of 


the Executive Committee. 

Resolved, 'That we will celebrate the Anniversary of our 
Society this evening in Zion’s Church, and that the Annual 
Report of the Executive Committee (which we hereby ac- 
cept) be read to our Missionary friends after the Sermon.

! The Executive Committee in making to the members 

and friends of the Missionary Society the seventh Annual 

. Report of their labors, feel themselves bound to erect a 

‘memorial of the divine love and mercy, and joyfully to ac- 
knowledge, thus far the Lord has helped us! 

Our friends cannot expect us to report of great results; 
were not the means they placed in our hands too limited, 
that this should be expected! But that these means were 
properly applied, that in our labor we have not, at least, 
hitherto, retrogaded; yea! that with proper support a pro- 
gressive blessed result may be expected, this, ‘his ww is 
concerning which we will now testify, in the joyful expec- 

| tation that our friends will not despise the “day of small 
® things,” and will be content with us in this, that our labor 
in the Lord has not been in vain. 

We'will observe again the division followed by us last 
year, and report: 

(a) ON THE FOREIGN MISSION. 

From our last Annual Report our friends learned that 
= pastor Heyer was sent to the East Indies to seek, in the first 
B place, a suitable Missionary field, and that he sailed in the 
ship Brenda, November, A. D., 1841. A few days after 
the last anniversary meeting, the Corresponding Secretary 
received a letter from brother Heyer, written near the Is- 
land of Zanzibar, Jan. 16th. ‘To this letter a note was 
appended, dated two months later, in which he communi- 
| cates his arrival at Colombo, the capitol of the Island of 
» Ceylon. Ceylon is situated opposite hither India. 

The next letter is from Nellore, a city 110 miles north 

of Madras, dated June 18th, 1842. 
' ~- The following letter is dated Guntoor, Sept. 17, in which 
| Missionary Heyer writes “that he had mentioned already 
_  inrhis letter, that the Lord had opened a door for him in 
§ §«©Guntoor;” nothing however having been said of this in the 
receding letter, it is probable, therefore, that a letter was 
ost, for on this supposition alone we can understand wh 
in all his letters since then we cannot find any detailed 
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description of Guntoor, the place where our mission is 
founded. In that last letter he speaks also of Mr. Stokes, 
an English resident of that place, as of a familiar person, 
notwithstanding in his former letters that person isnot men- 
tioned. 

This much, however, we learn, that Missionary Heyer 
proposes Guntoor as a suitable place for the establishment 
of your mission. In his later letter he imparts more min- 
ute details respecting his labor. He strives to learn the 
Telinga language in order to preach the Word to the na- 
tives. He has engaged six natives as teachers, and three 
others as assistants, with whom he supplies seven schools. 
He preaches to the household of Mr. Stokes in the Eng- 
lish language; speaks, with the assistance of an interpreter, 
to the Heathen, who assemble every morning before his 


house to receive alms—and he prepares himself gradually 
to extend his operations. 


(b) ON DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


In reference to the Missionary operations of the past 
year, the committee respectfully report: 

1. Brother Nuelson continues to laborin Elkhart, in the 
State of Indiana; serves three congregations at present, of 
which the largest, situated in Harris Prairie, numbers 60 
families. Although the Church affairs begin to prosper 
there, still the congregational district cannot yet support 
their minister; if, however, they could be supplied with a 
minister capable of officiating in both languages, the Socie- 


ty might hope soon to see those congregations so strong as 
to be able to sustain a pastor decently. 


2. Brother Drude labors in Quincy, in the State of Tlli- | 


nois. He appears to be very actively engaged; preaches 
not only on the Lord’s day, but also in the week, and more- 
over teaches school in the congregation. During the last 
year a brick school house was erected, which is intended. 
likewise for a parsonage. 

3. In addition to the Missionaries already named, the 
following were aided from this Missionary Treasury during 
the past year. Brother Jensen, of Pittsburgh; brother Bar. 
tels, of Dayton; and the congregation in Pittsburgh. which 
seeks assistance also for the coming year. 


4. The President of our Synod besought us to receive

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into our service a brother, and to send him to the west as a 
Missionary. We answered that we were willing, on his 
recommendation, to aid the brother, if he were prepared to 
journey to the west; that we were inclined also willingly to 
sustain him according to circumstances, after he had sta- 
tioned himself, if he required help; but that we could not 
receive him formally into our service, nor spromise him a_ 
fixed salary, as this would conflict with our present plan of 
operations. 

5. A congregation in the vicinity of Evansville, in the 
State of Indiana, has desired us to send them a preacher, 
inasmuch as several congregations could be formed there. 
They are the more anxious to obtain a genuine Lutheran 
preacher, because a Methodist, formerly a Lutheran, has 
begun his machinations. 

hen we contemplate the great, uncultivated field of 
the west, together with the great multitude of German em- 
igrants, annually coming hither by thousands; when we 
reflect that a great proportion of them are our brethren in 
the faith, who have a right to expect assistance from us, 
your committee would urgently plead with the members 
and pastors of our congregations to contribute liberally to 
the ‘I‘reasury of the Lord, that we may meet this obliga- 
tion. Yes, yourcommittee commend the condition. of the 
German emigrants to your special prayer and your atten- 
tive consideration, as the subject which should attract your 
particular consideration in the meeting of this year. And 
may the Lord, our Lord, guide you, that all may conduce 
to the honor of his name and the salvation of immortal 


souls.

No. 4—A letter from brother Bartels, in Dayton, in the 
State of Ohio, with a request for aid from the Missionary 
Treasury, and the communication that notwithstanding 
many difficulties, his congregation now exists as an Evan- 
gelical Lutheran. Your committee move that assistance 
be granted this worthy brother.

convinced of the importance of a closer union and co-oper- 
ation of the friends of the Missionary cause in the Luther- 
an Church, proposes to the Missionary Society of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania, union upon the 
following great principles: ; 


1. Each Society shall, for the present, continue for itself under its own peculiar organization, 
taking care, however, that they actively co-operate together inthe good work in love and harmony. 


2. Each Suciety nominates and elects its own Missionaries, and adopts all the necessary mea- 


sures for sending them forth, establishment and support, and assumes the entire direction of all 
Eoicecien for the collection of the necessary funds. 


3. Both Societies shall cultivate the same field in the heathen lands, and although at home a 
difference of views may prevail in many respects, yet in heathen lands they shall feel but one 


and the same interest, ani prosecute but one and the same object, as far as it is possible with the 
imperfection of our nature. 


4. The Missionaries of both Societies shall labor together, under the supervision of their res- 
pective Executive Committees, and adopt such measures for the propagation of the Gospel and 
the advancement of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, through the erection of schools, catechetical 


instruction, &c., &c., as shall seem suitable to them, and shall unitedly reportto the Secretary 
of each Society. 


5. This so united Mission shall in future be known by the title of “The American Lutheran 


6. Each Society sends one or more delegates to the general anniversary of the other Society, 
for the mutual consultation, prayer and co-operation, to the benefit of the united mission.
